cause they frequently induce bebple to buy homes when with- 
out the activities of the men looking for commissions they 
might not do so.

It does not follow that these agents'arc philanthropists, for 


they are not. They are not in business for their health, and 
yet their business is as legitimate as any other, and it is true 
that their services are in many cases very valuable lo home 
seekers and in inducing people to become honi seekers and 
home owners. 


It is a fact loo largely, ignored at the;present time that every 


young man should look forward to the time when he will be 
the owner of the home in which be lives. A rented house is 
not, in the full sense of the word, a home. 
It-is a place in 


which a man and his family can stay, and very comfortably, 
to be sure, if all other conditions are right, but it can never 
seem to a man like a home that he owns. There is a sense of 
independence in home ownership thai comes from few other- 
things, and it is better therefore thai a man should own a hum- 
ble home than lo rent one that is more pretentious. 


In the majority of cases il is necessary for a young man 


when buying a home lo run into debt to some extent, but (his 
is no cause for hesitation, provided he does not go too deeply 
in debt. It is not well to take too much of a chance, bul a rea- 
sonable amount of indebtedness on desirable real estate is al- 
ways a safe risk. Furthermore, the necessity of paying for a 
home will under most circumstances lead to habils of thrift 
which will prove of value long after the mortgage has been 
wiped out. 


One thing which keeps many from buying homes today is 


a tendency to live beyond their means. They want aulomo- 
biles and other things which (hey cannot have if they put their 
money into a house and lot, and in too many instances they 
yield lo the temptation lo live fully up lo, or even beyond, 
their incomes and leave the future lo lake care of ilself. 


To do this is a grave mistake. Home ownership should be 


the ambition of every young man, and in making a selection 
and purchase the real'estale agent will often be found very 
helpful. He knows the ins and outs of real estate transactions 
far better than the inexperienced man and, his services are in 
most cases worth all they cost. He should be employed oflen- 
er than he is by young men who are letting their money slip 
away for things far less desirable and valuable than homes.
